REPORT  OF  PARDONS  AND  COMMUTATIONS  OF  SENTENCE 

1953  and  1954 

Commutations  and  Pardons 

The  following  names  were  recommended  to  the  Parole  and  Pardon 
Board  of  commutation  and  were  subsequently  approved: 

ACEBEDO,  JAY  (Commutation) — Silver  Bow  county;  robbery;  sen- 
tenced on  July  15,  1952  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  two  (2')  years. 
Acebedo  has  no  prior  record  and  has  a  good  behavior  record  at  the  prison. 
He  was  an  accomplice  of  Billy  Don  Yoss,  who  was  also  recommended  for  a 
commutation. 

ADAMS,  CHARLES  BILLINGS  (Commutation)— Lake  county;  rape; 
sentenced  on  May  22,  1948  to  fourteen  (14)  years;  commuted  to  ten  (10) 
years.  Adams  has  no  prior  record.  He  stood  trial  twice  for  this  offense; 
the  first  trial  resulting  in  a  hung  jury.  Adams  has  been  a  trusty  during 
most  of  his  time  in  prison,  and  has  an  excellent  prison  record. 

ARCHBELL,  VIRGIL  (Commutation) — Missoula  county;  robbery;  sen- 
tenced on  August  6,  1952  to  three  (3)  years;  commuted  to  two  (2)  years. 
Archbell  was  previously  sentenced  to  five  (5)  years  in  the  federal  peniten- 
tiary at  the  age  of  18.  He  was  on  probation  at  the  time  of  this  offense.  He 
was  in  company  with  one  Armen  Wall  at  the  time  of  the  present  offense. 
Wall  received  a  sentence  of  one  (1)  year. 

BAUER,  MYRELE  (Commutation) — Hill  county;  burglary;  sentenced 
on  February  9,  1952  to  seven  (7)  years;  commuted  to  two  and  one-half  (2V2) 
years.  Bauer  has  no  prior  record.  At  the  time  of  the  crime  he  was  19  years 
of  age  and  definitely  a  youngster  in  mentality.  He  would  normally  be 
eligible  for  parole  August  8,  1955. 

BLACKMAN,  C.  J.,  also  known  as  BUFFALO  HIDE,  CHARLIE  (Com- 
mutation)— Glacier  county;  forgery;  sentenced  in  August,  1951,  to  a  two- 
year  suspended  sentence.  In  November,  1952,  suspension  revoked  due  to 
drunk  and  disorderly  conduct  in  Glacier  county.  His  sentence  was  com- 
muted to  one  (1)  year.  Blackman  is  a  Blackfoot  Indian  and  not  too  bright 
mentally.  His  four  children  were  being  cared  for  by  his  father  on  the  Black- 
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foot  Indian  reservation;  his  wife  having  deserted  the  children  and  is  living 
with  another  man. 

CLARK,  RALPH  E.  (Commutation) — Wheatland  county;  forgery;  sen- 
tenced on  March  5,  1952  to  four  (4)  years;  commuted  to  two  and  one-half 
(2V2)  years.  "Pop"  Clark,  66  years  of  age,  was  convicted  of  forgery  three 
times  previously.  His  criminal  record  is  associated  with  the  use  of  alcohol. 
Has  been  a  cook  at  the  warden's  residence  and  has  an  exemplary  prison 
record.  Would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole  July  19,  1954. 

CLOTHIER,  VAL  GENE  (Commutation)— Deer  Lodge;  armed  robbery; 
sentenced  on  January  7,  1953  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  two  (2)  years 
and  eight  (8)  months  with  the  provision  that  he  be  required  to  report  as  a 
parolee  to  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  for  a  period  of  two  (2) 
years.  This  is  Clothier's  first  offense.  He,  in  company  with  Ken  Galloway, 
was  involved  in  the  robbery.  He  has  been  a  trusty  and  has  a  clear  conduct 
record  at  the  prison.  He  would  normally  be  due  for  parole  July  6,  1955. 

CURRIE,  M.  D.  (Commutation) — Fergus  county;  motor  theft;  sen- 
tenced November  3,  1952  to  eighteen  (18)  months;  commuted  to  sixteen  (16) 
months.  Currie  has  no  prior  convictions.  Received  honorable  discharge  from 
the  U.  S.  army  after  five  years  of  service  during  World  War  II.  Plans  to 
return  to  his  home  state  of  Texas,  where  he  has  three  children.  Currie  has 
an  excellent  prison  record.  He  would  normally  be  released  on  parole 
August  2,  1953. 

DAVIS,  GEORGE  (Commutation) — Hill  county;  rape;  sentenced  on 
January  15,  1951  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  four  (4)  years.  Davis  has 
no  prior  record  and  has  been  a  trusty  at  the  prison.  He  would  normally  be 
released  in  June,  1953.  He  is  one  of  four  young  men  convicted  of  the  same 
offense. 

DINSMORE,  FRANK  (Commutation)— Silver  Bow  county;  burglary; 
sentenced  on  July  13,  1953  to  three  (3)  years;  commuted  to  two  (2)  years 
with  the  provision  that  he  be  required  to  report  as  a  parolee  to  the  State 
Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  for  the  full  term  of  his  original  sentence  of 
three  (3)  years.  This  is  Dinsmore's  first  offense.  He  is  a  trusty  at  the 
prison  and  has  an  excellent  conduct  record.  His  accomplice,  Lee  Beckworth, 
received  a  three  (3)  year  suspended  sentence. 

FELKER,  BILL  (Commutation) — Hill  county;  rape;  sentenced  on  Jan- 
uary 15,  1951  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  four  (4)  years.  Felker  has  no 
prior  record  and  has  been  a  trusty.  His  wife  is  a  nurse  and  has  recently 
been  injured,  causing  her  hardship  in  caring  for  their  youngster.  He  would 
normally  be  released  on  parole  in  June,  1953.  Three  accomplices,  all  young 
men,  were  included  in  the  same  recommendation. 

FOLEY,  BILL  (Commutation) — Hill  county;  rape;  sentenced  on  Janu- 
ary 15,  1951  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  four  (4)  years.  Foley  has  no 
prior  record  and  has  been  a  trusty.  He  is  one  of  four  young  men  convicted 
of  the  same  offense.  He  would  normally  be  released  in  June  of  1953. 

GALLOWAY,  KENNETH  ALLEN  (Commutation)— Deer  Lodge; 
armed  robbery;  sentenced  on  Jan.  7,  1953  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  two 
(2)  years  and  eight  (8)  months  with  the  provision  that  he  be  required  to 
report  as  a  parolee  to  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  for  a  period 
of  two  (2)  years.  This  is  Galloway's  first  offense.  He  was  in  the  company 
of  Val  Gene  Clothier  at  the  time  of  the  crime.  He  would  normally  be  eligible 
for  parole  July  6,  1955. 

GARSWICK,  EDWARD  (Commutation)— Park  county;  burglary;  sen- 
tenced on  April  11,  1952  to  three  (3)  years;  commuted  to  two  (2)  years. 
Garswick  has  a  prior  prison  record  in  the  federal  prison  consisting  of  a 
violation  of  selective  service.  His  prison  record  is  excellent.  He  would  nor- 
mally be  eligible  for  discharge  February  25,  1954. 

HAMLIN,  DALE  EDWARD  (Commutation)— Silver  Bow  county;  rob- 
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bery;  sentenced  on  October  25,  1950  to  ten  (10)  years;  commuted  to  seven 
(7)  years.  Hamlin  has  no  prior  record  of  crime.  His  prison  record  is  ex- 
cellent. He  has  an  honorable  discharge  from  the  armed  forces.  He  has  been 
a  trusty  at  the  prison.  Attributes  much  of  his  trouble  to  the  use  of  alcohol. 
He  would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole  July  2,  1955. 

HARDIN,  LLOYD  (Commutation) — Hill  county;  burglary  in  the  first 
degree;  sentenced  on  January  14,  1953  to  three  (3)  years;  commuted  to 
one  (1)  year.  Hardin  has  no  prior  record  and  his  prison  behavior  has  been 
excellent.  Prior  to  arrest  worked  as  a  G.  N.  depot  agent.  His  employment 
record  was  good.  His  family  has  been  in  welfare.  Would  normally  be  elig- 
ible for  parole  July  13,  1954. 

HENDRICKSON,  RICHARD  V.  (Commutation)— Phillips  county;  em- 
bezzlement; sentenced  on  March  8,  1952  to  six  (6)  years;  commuted  to 
forty-four  (44)  months.  Hendrickson  is  a  crippled  man  having  had  polio  at 
an  early  age.  Hendrickson  was  drinking  to  excess  and  gambling  at  the  time 
he  became  involved  in  the  embezzlement.  His  prison  conduct  has  been  ex- 
cellent and  he  has  been  a  trusty. 

HOPPE,  GORDON  JOSEPH  (Commutation)— Flathead  county;  burg- 
lary; sentenced  on  July  2,  1952  to  six  (6)  years;  commuted  to  thirty  (30) 
months.  Hoppe's  prison  record  and  attitude  are  good.  This  was  his  first 
offense.  His  accomplice  in  the  crime,  Louis  Garcia,  has  a  record  of  two 
prior  convictions  and  received  a  sentence  of  three  (3)  years. 

IRWIN,  LOUIS  (Commutation) — Cascade  county;  using  auto  without 
consent  of  owner;  sentenced  on  March  27,  1952  to  four  (4)  years;  commuted 
to  two  (2)  years.  Irwin  is  an  Indian  boy  and  a  disabled  Korean  war  veteran. 
His  displayed  symptoms  of  psychoneurosis  and  further  confinement  at  the 
prison  would  doubtless  be  detrimental.  Dr.  Ensign  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  agreed  to  follow  up  on  Irwin  if  he  is  released. 

KRENIK,  FRANK  G.  (Commutation) — Sentenced  in  justice  court  of 
Great  Falls  township  on  23rd  day  of  October,  1953,  to  serve  ninety  (90) 
days  in  jail  and  pay  a  fine  of  $100.00.  He  was  charged  with  indecent  ex- 
posure. Krenik  had  served  more  than  sixty  (60)  days.  His  family  is  on 
welfare.  Krenik  was  unable  to  pay  the  fine.  Sentence  commuted  to  that 
number  of  days  which  he  will  have  served  at  the  first  opportunity  the  board 
has  to  approve  this  recommendation. 

LAKUSTA,  JOHN,  also  known  as  BROOKS,  RAY  (Commutation)  — 
Toole  county;  forgery;  sentenced  cn  July  16,  1953  to  two  (2)  years;  com- 
muted to  eighteen  (18)  months.  Lakusta  is  a  first  offender.  A  hold  order  by 
the  U.  S.  Immigration  authorities  is  in  effect  on  him  and  he  will  be  de- 
ported to  Canada  upon  his  release.  He  has  a  good  prison  record  and  if  re- 
lease! will  be  turned  over  to  the  immigration  authorities.  He  would  nor- 
mally be  eligible  for  parole  July  15,  1954. 

LANCHBURY,  JERRY  (Commutation)— Hill  county;  rape;  sentenced 
on  January  15,  1951  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  four  (4)  years.  Lanch- 
bury  has  no  prior  record,  and  has  been  a  trusty.  Would,  normally  have  been 
released  in  June,  1953.  He  is  one  of  four  young  men  convicted  of  the  same 
offense. 

LANGEVIN,  DONALD  (Commutation)— Silver  Bow  county;  grand 
larceny;  sentenced  on  February  16,  1953  to  one  (1)  year;  commuted  to  six 
(6)  months.  Langevin  has  no  prior  record.  He  served  honorably  with  the 
U.  S.  navy  in  World  War  II.  He  would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole 
August  15,  1953. 

LONE,  KENNETH  (Commutation) — Silver  Bow  county;  robbery;  sen- 
tenced on  March  18,  1953  to  three  (3)  years;  commuted  to  two  (2)  years 
with  a  provision  that  he  continue  to  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Prison 
Commissioners  as  a  parolee  for  the  full  length  of  his  original  term  of  three 
(3)  years. 


MAYBERRY,  FLOYD    (Commutation)— Phillips   county;   assault  in 
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second  degree;  sentenced  on  August  6,  1952  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to 
eighteen  (18)  months.  Previously  convicted  of  carrying  a  concealed  weapon 
and  fined.  At  time  of  incident  Mayberry  was  a  sergeant  in  the  U.  S.  army, 
Great  Falls,  and  had  served  honorably  for  five  and  one-half  years,  part  of 
which  was  spent  overseas.  His  prison  conduct  has  been  excellent. 

MESSERLY,  FRED  (Commutation)— Phillips  county;  manslaughter; 
sentenced  on  June  19,  1952  to  eight  (8)  years;  commuted  to  thirty-six  (36) 
months.  This  is  Messerly's  first  offense.  His  prison  record  is  excellent, 
and  his  attitude  is  excellent. 

MONTES,  SIMON,  also  known  as  MONTEZ,  SIMON  (Commutation)  — 
Richland  county;  first  degree  murder;  sentenced  on  December  11,  1942,  to 
life;  commuted  to  twenty-three  (23)  years.  Montes  has  been  a  trusty  at 
the  prison  for  ten  (10)  years.  His  conduct  has  been  exemplary.  He  is  af- 
flicted with  malaria.  The  Montes'  case  was  under  study,  and  the  prisoner 
under  constant  observation  for  one  year. 

NANINI,  RALPH  (Commutation) — Pondera  county;  first  degree  burg- 
lary; sentenced  on  April  8,  1953  to  one  (1)  year;  commuted  to  eight  (8) 
months.  Nanini  has  no  prior  record  and  at  time  of  offense  was  a  senior  in 
high  school  of  the  age  of  18  years.  He  would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole 
September  17,  1953. 

NELSON,  EMMET  (Commutation) — Beaverhead  county;  forgery;  sen- 
tenced on  October  2,  1952  to  four  (4)  years;  commuted  to  twenty-two  (22) 
months.  This  is  Nelson's  first  offense.  At  the  time  of  the  crime  he  had 
been  drinking.  His  prison  record  is  good. 

PARKS,  ROBERT  (Commutation)— Lewis  and  Clark  county;  burglary; 
sentenced  to  a  five  (5)  year  suspended  sentence.  Following  this,  in  July  of 
1952,  Parks  was  apprehended  with  two  other  fellows  in  the  vicinity  of 
Wenatchee,  Washington,  during  a  burglary.  Parks  was  asleep  in  the  back 
of  the  car,  but  was  returned  to  Montana  at  the  request  of  the  county  attor- 
ney. Upon  application  by  the  county  attorney  for  a  revocation  of  the  sus- 
pended sentence,  this  was  done  and  Parks  was  received  at  the  penitentiary 
on  July  26,  1952.  Parks'  prison  conduct  has  been  excellent,  and  he  has  been 
a  trusty.  His  sentence  was  commuted  to  three  (3)  years. 

PELTIER,  RAY  (Commutation) — Hill  county;  grand  larceny;  sen- 
tenced on  November  14,  1952  to  eighteen  (18)  months;  commuted  to  sixteen 
(16)  months.  Peltier  was  a  resident  of  North  Dakota  and  planned  to  return 
there.  He  has  no  prior  record  and  has  a  good  prison  record.  At  time  of 
crime  was  in  company  with  one  Pete  Villa,  who  had  a  prior  record  of  crime. 
Both  received  same  sentence.  Peltier  would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole 
August  13,  1953. 

PHELPS,  WILLIAM  (Commutation)— Park  county;  forgery;  sen- 
tenced on  July  25,  1952  to  three  (3)  years;  commuted  to  one  and  one-half 
(IMj)  years.  Phelps  was  convicted  once  before  for  forgery.  In  each  instance 
the  crime  is  associated  with  the  use  of  alcohol.  He  was  a  waiter  at  the 
warden's  home,  and  has  an  exemplary  prison  record.  He  would  normally  be 
eligible  for  parole  June  9,  1954. 

PLUFFE,  LUCY  (Commutation) — Lake  county;  two  charges  of 
drunken  driving;  convicted  in  justice  court,  Poison  township,  on  August  2, 
1954,  and  fined  $150.00  and  given  a  ten-day  jail  term.  She  has  served  over 
six  weeks  and  is  six-months  pregnant.  She  is  without  funds  and  would  have 
to  serve  out  the  fine  at  $2.00  per  day.  Recommended  remittance  of  the  bal- 
ance of  her  unpaid  fine. 

POWELL,  RAY  MILTON,  JR.  (Commutation)— Chouteau  county; 
drunken  driving;  convicted  in  justice  court  of  Fort  Benton  township,  August 
14,  1954  and  fined  $275.00.  He  is  without  funds  and  has  been  serving  the 
fine  out  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  day.  The  health  and  well-being  of  Powell 
are  in  jeopardy.  Recommended  that  balance  of  the  fine,  unpaid,  be  remitted, 
and  that  Powell  be  released  from  custody  to  leave  the  state  for  medical 
attention. 
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PRICE,  ROBERT  (Commutation) — Cascade  county;  rape;  sentenced  on 
September  27,  1951  to  seven  (7)  years;  commuted  to  three  and  one-half 
(SY2)  years.  Price  was  previously  convicted  of  passing  a  fictitious  check. 
His  record  at  the  prison  is  good.  He  would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole 
April  19,  1955. 

ROBIDEAU,  CLARENCE  (Commutation)— Chouteau  county;  forgery; 
sentenced  to  two  (2)  years;  commuted  to  one  (1)  year.  Robideau  is  a  half- 
blood  Indian.  He  received  an  honorable  discharge  from  the  U.  S.  navy  in 
1946,  and  is  disabled  with  osteomyelitis  in  the  left  leg.  He  was  previously 
convicted  of  grand  larceny  in  North  Dakota.  His  prison  record  is  excellent. 

ROGERS,  GORDON  B.  (Commutation)— Silver  Bow  county;  infamous 
crime  against  nature;  sentenced  on  June  11,  1949  to  twenty  (20)  years; 
commuted  to  nine  (9)  years.  Rogers  has  no  prior  record  of  felonies,  and  has 
an  excellent  prison  record.  The  use  of  alcohol  was  instrumental  in  the 
crime. 

ST.  GERMAINE,  WALTER  ERNEST  (Commutation)— Missoula  coun- 
ty; grand  larceny;  sentenced  on  March  8,  1951  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted 
to  four  and  one-half  (4V&)  years.  St.  Germaine  has  no  prior  record  and  has 
an  excellent  prison  record  as  a  trusty.  Would  normally  be  eligible  for 
parole  September  7,  1953. 

SENG,  HAZEL  (Commutation)— Hill  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced 
on  June  6,  1952  to  a  three  (3)  year  suspended  sentence,  which  suspension 
was  later  revoked  on  the  basis  of  bad  checks.  Mrs.  Seng  has  a  good  prison 
record.  Part  of  her  trouble  seems  to  stem  from  her  use  of  alcohol. 

SENG,  WARREN  (Commutation) — Mineral  county;  statutory  rape; 
sentenced  on  September  7,  1950  to  eight  (8)  years;  commuted  to  five  (5) 
years.  Seng  has  no  prior  record.  His  prison  record  is  good  and  he  has  been 
a  trusty  on  the  prison  dairy  during  the  time  of  his  incarceration.  Divorced 
since  his  incarceration  and  has  four  children  for  whom  he  will  be  respon- 
sible when  he  is  returned  to  society.  He  had  worked  for  the  highway  main- 
tenance department  and  was  a  good  provider  for  his  family.  Seng  would 
normally  be  eligible  for  parole  August  14,  1954. 

SHROPSHIRE,  TED  (Commutation)— Hill  county;  burglary;  sen- 
tenced on  February  9,  1952  to  seven  (7)  years;  commuted  to  two  and  one- 
half  (2%)  years.  Shropshire  had  no  prior  record.  He  and  Myrele  Bauer 
were  involved  in  the  same  offense.  Both  were  former  students  of  the  Miles 
City  Industrial  School.  His  age  at  the  time  of  the  crime  was  19  years.  He 
expressed  a  desire  to  attend  college,  upon  his  release,  mostly  because  of  his 
athletic  prowess.  He  would  normally  be  due  for  parole  on  August  8,  1955. 

SMITCKE,  DONALD  JAMES  (Commutation)— Lewis  and  Clark  coun- 
ty; used  motor  vehicle  without  owner's  consent;  sentenced  on  July  26,  1952 
to  two  (2)  years;  commuted  to  eighteen  (18)  months.  Smitcke  was  a  tran- 
sient in  Helena  from  Bismarck,  North  Dakota,  and  was  drinking  heavily  at 
the  time  of  the  crime.  He  has  a  prior  conviction  of  burglary.  He  is  af- 
flicted with  osteomyelitis  in  the  right  leg,  but  could  not  get  admitted  to  the 
veterans'  hospital  while  incarcerated  at  the  penitentiary.  His  prison  record 
is  good.  He  would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole  November  18,  1952. 

SOLLEY,  RALPH  (Commutation) — Fergus  county;  grand  larceny; 
sentenced  on  August  15,  1952  to  two  (2)  years;  commuted  to  twenty-two 
(22)  months.  Solley  has  no  prior  record.  Has  made  retribution  for  the  tire 
he  stole.  He  has  an  excellent  prison  record.  Solley  would  normally  be 
eligible  for  parole  August  14,  1953. 

TOMLINSON,  THEODORE  L.  (Commutation)— Lewis  and  Clark  coun- 
ty; three  counts  of  felony;  sentenced  on  November  3,  1951  to  four  and  one- 
half  (4^)  years;  commuted  to  three  and  one-half  (3%)  years.  Tomlinson 
had  no  prior  record  and  has  been  extremely  cooperative  in  such  investiga- 
tions as  the  gas-fraud  cases.  He  has  been  a  model  prisoner,  and  a  hard 
worker.  His  attitude  is  good.  He  has  expressed  a  willingness  to  continue 
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his  cooperation  with  officials  in  the  gas  tax  fraud  matter.  He  would  nor- 
mally be  released  on  parole  February  22,  1954. 

TOOHEY,  NELLIMAN  (Commutation)— Gallatin  county;  involuntary 
manslaughter;  sentenced  on  November  30,  1950  to  eight  (8)  years;  com- 
muted to  five  (5)  years.  Toohey  has  no  prior  record,  and  has  been  a  trusty. 
His  prison  record  is  good.  There  was  evidence  at  the  trial  that  another  car 
subsequently  ran  over  the  deceased  and  the  exact  cause  of  death  was  never 
established.  He  would  normally  be  released  November  14,  1953. 

VAN  BUREN,  MELVIN  CLYDE  (Commutation)— Yellowstone  county; 
robbery;  sentenced  on  August  22,  1952  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  two 
(2)  years.  Van  Buren  has  no  prior  criminal  record.  His  attitude  and  con- 
duct at  the  prison  are  good. 

VENDER,  JAMES  L.  (Commutation) — Beaverhead  county;  grand  lar- 
ceny; sentenced  on  March  31,  1953  to  four  (4)  years;  commuted  to  two  (2) 
and  one-half  (%)  years,  with  the  provision  that  he  be  required  to  report 
as  a  parolee  to  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  for  the  full  term 
of  his  original  sentence  of  four  (4)  years.  This  is  Vender's  first  felony.  He 
is  a  trusty  and  has  a  good  conduct  record.  In  company  with  one  Eldon 
McPhie,  Vender  burglarized  a  cabin  near  Dillon.  McPhie  was  charged  in 
Silver  Bow  county  with  another  separate  burglary  and  received  a  two  (2) 
year  sentence,  and  has  now  been  discharged  from  the  penitentiary.  He 
would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole  March  30,  1955. 

WALLACE,  ROBERT  (Commutation) — Silver  Bow  county;  rape;  sen- 
tenced on  March  30,  1951  to  ten  (10)  years;  commuted  to  five  (5)  years. 
Wallace  has  no  prior  criminal  record.  His  prison  record  is  good.  He  would 
normally  be  eligible  for  parole  December  7,  1955. 

WESTON,  KENNETH  (Commutation)— Cascade  county;  forgery; 
sentenced  on  January  24,  1953  to  two  (2)  years;  commuted  to  one  (1)  year. 
He  has  a  prior  conviction  of  forgery  in  North  Dakota.  His  prison  record 
has  been  good.  He  was  employed  at  the  Anaconda  wire  mill  and  has  a  job 
when  he  gets  out.  He  would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole  January  23, 
1954. 

YOSS,  BILLY  DON  (Commutation) — Silver  Bow  county;  robbery;  sen- 
tenced on  July  14,  1952  to  five  (5)  years;  commuted  to  two  (2)  years.  Yoss 
has  no  prior  record.  His  accomplice  was  Jay  Acebedo.  His  behavior  at  the 
penitentiary  has  been  good.  He  would  normally  be  eligible  for  parole  Jan- 
uary 13,  1955.

the  following:  " (matter  deleted)".  No  bill  shall  be  introduced  or  reintro- 
duced in  the  Senate  or  considered  by  the  Senate  after  a  previous  bill  con- 
taining the  same  subject  matter  or  substantially  the  same  subject  matter  and 
designed  to  accomplish  the  same  purpose  has  been  finally  rejected  by  the 
Senate.

deleted)",  and  all  other  clerical  inaccuracies,  piovided,  however,  that  the  date 
of  final  enrollment  may  be  stamped  on  the  bill.  In  all  bills  containing 
amendments  to  existing  statutes,  the  new  parts  shall  be  designated  by  un- 
derlining; the  typewriting  shall  be  done  with  a  black  record  ribbon,  pica 
type,  upon  a  plain  linen  finished  paper,  size  SV2  inches  wide  and  13  inches 
long;  paper  to  weigh  sixteen  pounds  to  the  ream,  with  a  margin  of  two 
inches  at  the  top  and  one  inch  on  each  side,  thirty  lines  of  type  to  the  page, 
but  lines  not  numbered,  and  the  bill  shall  be  covered  with  white  manuscript 
cover,  upon  which  is  written  in  capital  letters  the  number  and  title.  Three 
copies  shall  accompany  the  original  through  both  Houses  and  to  the  Gover- 
nor, who  shall,  if  approved,  sign  the  original  and  one  copy.

inches  at  the  top  and  one  inch  on  each  side,  thirty  lines  of  type  to  the  page, 
but  lines  not  numbered,  and  the  bill  shall  be  covered  with  white  manuscript 
cover,  upon  which  is  written  in  capital  letters  the  number  and  title.  Three 
copies  shall  accompany  the  original  through  both  Houses  and  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, who  shall,  if  approved,  sign  the  original  and  one  copy.

"Whereas,  foreign  areas,  principally  Cuba,  have  been  allotted  all  of  the 
increase  in  sugar  consumption  resulting  from  population  increase,  or  other 
factors,  which  consumption  requirement  as  determined  by  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  increased  from  7,200,000  tons  for  the  calendar  year  1948 
to  8,200,000  tons  for  the  calendar  year  1955,  and  may  be  expected  to  continue 
to  increase  at  a  rate  of  more  than  100,000  tons  per  year,  and 

"Whereas,  the  domestic  producers  in  Montana  and  in  other  states  are  as 
a  result  restricted  in  their  privilege  to  grow  sugar  beets  and  sugar  cane  as 
indicated  particularly  in  the  determination  of  proportionate  shares  allotted 
to  Montana  sugar  beet  growers  for  1955  crops  to  a  total  of  only  50,980 
acres,  which  has  reduced  such  acreage  permitted  to  be  planted  by  8.7% 
from  the  acreage  actually  planted  during  the  preceding  year  of  1954  and 
has  created  hardship  on  the  farmers  of  Montana,"

244,  in  Musselshell  and  Petroleum  Counties,  Montana,  as  a  primary  route 
and  part  of  the  Montana  primary  highway  system. 

Whereas,  a  heavy  volume  of  motor  vehicle  traffic  between  13  counties 
in  the  eastern  and  northeastern  part  of  Montana  and  market  points  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  state,  including  Billings,  normally  passes  through  Win- 
nett,  Montana,  on  Federal  Aid  Route  No.  15;  and 

Whereas,  such  traffic  includes  the  transportation  of  all  crude  oil  from 
the  Cat  Creek  oil  field  to  refineries,  livestock  from  said  13  counties  to  the 
market  at  Billings,  coal  from  Roundup  to  various  markets,  concentrated 
livestock  feed  from  distribution  points  to  markets,  and  of  other  materials 
and  merchandise  vital  to  the  normal  needs  of  the  inhabitants  of  eastern 
Montana,  and 

Whereas,  the  shortest  highway  route  for  such  traffic  is  along  Secondary 
Route  No.  244,  extending  from  Winnett,  on  Primary  Route  No.  15  to  a  point 
north  of  Roundup,  on  Primary  Route  No.  16,  for  a  distance  of  24.768  miles, 
and  the  use  of  said  route  saves  approximately  25  miles  of  travel  between 
said  parts  of  Montana,  and 

Whereas,  said  Route  No.  244  is  paved  for  approximately  one-half  of  its 
length,  and  the  completion  of  its  paving  would  greatly  facilitate  its  use  for 
truck,  bus  and  automobile  traffic,  and 

Whereas,  said  Route  No.  244  is  better  situated  than  other  routes  in  the 
vicinity  by  reason  of  more  advantageous  topographical  conditions,  and 

Whereas,  Petroleum  and  Musselshell  counties  are  required  to  provide 
all  funds  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  said  route,  which  consumes  prac- 
tically all  of  the  road  funds  of  Petroleum  County  and  a  substantial  portion

and  supplemented,  references  to  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated 
thereunder,  to  the  extent  herein  prescribed,  and  not  otherwise,  and  to 
charge  the  state  board  of  health  of  the  State  of  Montana  with  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  the  'pure  food  and  drug 
act'  of  Montana,  and  all  other  acts  whereby  powers  and  functions  are  placed 
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in  said  board  and  duties  are  assigned  to  said  board  in  the  field  of  food  and 
drug  regulations;  and  to  authorize  and  direct  the  said  state  board  of  health 
to  adopt,  subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions  in  this  act  set  forth,  the 
food  and  drug  standards  of,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  authorized  under 
and  by,  the  federal  food,  drug  and  cosmetic  act  of  1938,  as  amended,  and  as 
supplemented,  for  application  in  the  State  of  Montana;  and  to  make  the 
board,  as  a  board,  the  responsible  administrative  agency  in  the  administra- 
tion and  enforcement  of  such  laws;  and  to  repeal  Section  27-114,  Revised 
Codes  of  Montana,  1947."  Referred  to  Committee  on  Public  Health  and 
Safety. 

Senate  Bill  No.  180,  introduced  by  Working,  Dokken:  A  bill  for  an  act 
entitled:  "An  act  to  authorize  the  enlargement  of  social  security  benefits 
and  related  protections  in  state  institutions  of  higher  education  in  Montana, 
upon  vote  of  the  teachers  in  any  such  institution  and  in  addition  and  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  benefits  otherwise  available  to  them  under  existing

WHEREAS,  he  was  married  to  Clara  Agnes  Finlayson,  and  the  couple 
became  parents  of  a  son,  David  Kieth  Shelver;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  late  Harry  M.  Shelver  devoted  the  years  from  Sept- 
ember 9,  1917,  to  December  6,  1918,  in  the  service  of  his  country  in  World 
War  I;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  late  Harry  M.  Shelver  served  in  the  Senate  in  1925, 
1927,  1929,  and  1931  sessions  and  was  taken  from  this  active  life  January

SENATE  MEMORIAL  ON  THE  DEATH  OF  THE  LATE 
HONORABLE  HENRY  N.  SIBBERT 

WHEREAS,  the  late  Senator  Henry  N.  Sibbert  has  been  called  by  the 
Supreme  Ruler  from  this  active,  useful  life,  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  with  the  sincerest  sorrow  that  the  members  of  this 
body  record  the  passing  of  this  honorable  former  member,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  late  Senator  Henry  N.  Sibbert  was  born  October  5, 
1877  in  Schleswig-Holstein,  Germany,  of  an  old  and  respected  family  of  land- 
owners. He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1887  with  his  parents,  who 
settled  at  Crawford  County,  Iowa.  March  18,  1894  Senator  Henry  N.  Sibbert 
came  to  Montana  on  the  new  Northern  Pacific  Railway,  and  for  several 
years  worked  in  the  Yellowstone  and  Musselshell  areas  as  a  worker,  drove 
stage,  herded  sheep  and  did  general  ranch  work. 

In  1897  Senator  Henry  N.  Sibbert  came  to  the  Winnett  area,  where  he 
worked  on  the  Fred  France,  Bean  Brothers,  Moulton  and  Teigen  Ranches, 
and  in  1906  he  bought  the  Bean  Brothers  Ranch  on  Elk  Creek  and  began 
his  own  ranching  operations. 

This  ranch  he  operated  until  the  late  1930's,  building  it  up  to  one  of  the 
larger  ranches  in  the  county,  then  purchased  the  William  Lindstrand 
Ranch.  In  the  1940's  he  added  the  Porter  Hayes  Ranch  at  Flatwillow  Creek 
which  he  operated  until  his  death. 

November  24,  1902,  Senator  Henry  Sibbert  and  Miss  Marie  Olson  were 
married  in  Lewistown,  and  to  this  union  were  born  Marie,  Oscar,  Lillian, 
John  and  Gladys  Sibbert. 

In  1923  he  was  elected  to  the  Montana  Senate,  serving  in  the  1927, 
1929,  1935  and  1937  Sessions,  taking  an  active  part  in  all  deliberations. 

During  World  War  II  Senator  Sibbert  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Selective  Service  Board  for  Petroleum  County. 

Senator  Sibbert  was  a  member  of  the  Elks  lodge  at  Winnett  and  of 
the  Captam  Scott  Lodge  No.  98,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  having  become  a  member 
May  2,  1917,  and  of  Jerusalem  Lodge  No.  115  at  Winnett,  December  26, 
1918. 

He  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

WHEREAS,  his  long  service  was  marked  both  by  devotion  to  his  family 
and  community  and  by  allegiance  to  the  obligations  of  public  duty. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this  Thirty-fourth 
Legislative  Assembly  pay  high  tribute  to  the  contributions  of  Senator 
Henry  N.  Sibbert  to  his  community,  state  and  nation,  and  do  humbly  and

HONORABLE  LEO  JOHN  CREMER 

WHEREAS,  it  is  with  sincere  sorrow  that  the  members  of  the  Senate  of 
this  Thirty-fourth  Legislative  Assembly  do  record  the  passing  of  the  late 
State  Senator  Leo  John  Cremer  of  Sweet  Grass  County,  who  died  on  Novem- 
ber 28,  1953  at  his  home  ranch  near  Big  Timber;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  late  Senator  Cremer  was  an  unusual  and  colorful  fig-

Dame  University  at  South  Bend,  Indiana,  was  a  member  of  the  Moose 
Lodge  and  a  member  of  the  Catholic  church;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Cremer  was  married  October  16,  1911  to  Bertha  R. 
Stokes,  and  the  couple  were  parents  of  a  son  Leo  John  Cremer,  Jr.;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Cremer  served  his  state  and  county  as  a  member 
of  this  Assembly  in  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-nine  and  in  nineteen  hundred 
fifty-one  and  took  an  active  and  effective  part  in  its  deliberations  and 
accomplishments;  and 

WHEREAS,  his  warmth  of  personality  and  vigor  of  character  made 
him  a  distinctive  and  beloved  man  in  his  community  and  his  State:

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  that  the  members  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  record  the  passing  of  Nicholas 
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Alexander  (Nick)  Peterson  of  Pondera  County,  a  former  member  of  this 
body. 

Mr.  Peterson  was  elected  to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1937, 
running  on  the  Democratic  ticket.

He  was  chairman 
of  the  County  Red  Cross  Drive  in  1952. 

He  always  took  a  leading  part  in  church  activities  in  whatever  com- 
munity he  resided. 

Mr.  Peterson  passed  away  at  Conrad,  Montana  on  May  25,  1954. 

He  was  preceded  in  death  by  a  daughter,  Mildred,  in  1935,  and  a  son, 
Kenneth,  in  1928. 

He  is  survived  by  the  widow,  Mrs.  Peterson  of  Conrad,  sons  Earl  and 
Stanley  of  Valier,  and  son  Gerald,  Mercer  Island,  Washington. 

Ever  steadfast  in  his  convictions  he  was  widely  known  for  his  tolerance 
and  friendliness.  In  passing,  the  State  of  Montana  as  well  as  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lived  has  lost  a  most  valuable  and  outstanding  citizen.

SENATE  MEMORIAL  ON  THE  DEATH  OF  THE  LATE 
HONORABLE  HENRY  P.  LOWE 

WHEREAS,  it  is  with  sincere  sorrow  that  the  members  of  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Legislative  Assembly  record  the  passing  of  Henry  P.  Lowe,  a  former 
member  of  this  body,  and 

WHEREAS,  Henry  P.  Lowe  was  born  in  Norway  on  the  Thirteenth 
day  of  June,  Eighteen  hundred  seventy-seven  and  emigrated  to  the  United 
States  at  the  age  of  five  years  with  his  parents.  He  located  in  Montana  in 
the  spring  of  Nineteen  hundred  three,  where  he  established  a  ranch  near 
Culbertson,  Montana.  He  resided  on  his  ranch  until  he  sold  it  and  moved 
to  Culbertson,  engaging  in  the  real  estate  business.  Later  he  moved  to 
Wolf  Point,  Montana,  where  he  resided  at  the  time  of  his  death.  In  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  he  married  Miss  Edna  Baer  at  Minneapolis, 
Minnesota,  and  three  daughters  and  one  son  were  born  to  this  marriage! 
Mr.  Lowe  was  active  in  the  Republican  Party  and  represented  Sheridan 
County  as  Senator  in  the  Sixteenth  Session  of  the  Legislature.  He  was 
instrumental  in  the  formation  of  Roosevelt  County,  created  in  Nineteen  hun- 
dred nineteen,  and  served  as  Senator  from  that  County  during  the  Seven-

teenth  and  Eighteenth  Sessions.  He  also  served  as  Sheriff  of  Roosevelt 
County  for  twelve  years.  In  nineteen  hundred  forty,  he  was  an  accredited 
delegate  to  the  National  Republican  Convention  held  in  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania. In  nineteen  hundred  firty-two,  he  was  a  Republican  Presidential 
Elector.  Mr.  Lowe  was  an  active  member  in  the  Lutheran  Church.  Senator 
Lowe  passed  away  on  August  Thirtieth,  Ninteen  Hundred  Fifty-three  at 
Fargo,  North  Dakota.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Edna,  three  daughters 
and  a  son.

HONORABLE  WILLIAM  R.  ALLEN 

WHEREAS,  it  is  with  the  sincerest  sorrow  that  the  members  of  the 
Thirty-fourth  Legislative  Assembly  record  the  passing  of  W.  R.  Allen  of 
Wise  River,  a  former  member  of  this  body;  and 

WHEREAS,  W.  R.  Allen  served  in  the  Eighth  and  Tenth  Legislative 
Assemblies  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  from  1909  to  1913  was  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  served  part  of  that  time  as  Acting 
Governor  of  this  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  W.  R.  Allen  was  born  July  25,  1871,  in  French  Gulch, 
Montana,  attended  Montana  schools  and  Harvard  University,  was  married  to 
Eliza  Berkin  in  1893  and  fathered  four  children,  and  in  1917  was  married 
to  Ethel  Louise  deMar,  to  whom  three  children  were  born;  and 

WHEREAS,  from  1894  to  1898,  W.  R.  Allen  was  affiliated  with  the 
Electric  Light,  Street  Railway  and  Water  Works  Department  in  Anaconda, 
entered  general  mining  business  in  French  Gulch  and  Elkhorn  District  of 
Beaverhead  County  and  from  1903  to  1911  was  one  of  the  state's  most  suc- 
cessful timber  operators;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1911,  with  W.  G.  Conrad,  he  founded  the  Western  Life 
Insurance  Company  and  later  the  Montana  Fire  Insurance  Company,  which 
he  headed  from  1912  to  1917;  and 

WHEREAS,  W.  R.  Allen  was  a  Past  President  of  the  Butte-Anaconda 
Consolidated  Mine  and  Milling  Company,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors of  the  Boston  Mines  Company  and  First  Vice-President  of  the  Mining 
Association  of  Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  W.  R.  Allen  was  a  member  of  the  North  American  Mining 
Institute,  the  American  Mining  Congress,  The  Butte  Town  Club,  Acacia 
Lodge  No.  33,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of  Anaconda  for  more  than  fifty  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  illustrious  W.  R.  Allen  authored  his  autobiography 
in  which  more  history  of  this  great  State  is  included;  and 

WHEREAS,  W.  R.  Allen  served  during  World  War  I  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  as  an  Intelligence  Officer,  Massachusetts  Division;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  late  W.  R.  Allen  died  in  1954  in  Butte,  leaving  behind 
him  a  life  of  distinguished  accomplishment,  a  colorful  career  which  paral- 
leled that  of  an  infant  state  in  its  growth  to  maturity;  his  endeavors  earned 
him  an  inestimable  stature  among  his  fellow  men  and  contributed  vastly 
to  the  ecomomy  of  his  native  state,  to  his  everlasting  credit  and  the  per- 
manent development  and  advancement  of  Montana;

ers et  al,  in  an  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Montana 
relative  to  Chapter  122,  Laws  of  Montana,  1953. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Whereas,  a  petition  has  been  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  in  the  case  of  State  ex  rel  Jones  vs.  State  Board  of  Land  Commis- 
sioners et  al,  by  which  petition  a  review  is  requested  of  the  decision  issued 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Montana  which  held  that  oil  and  gas  leases  of 
state  school  lands  provided  for  by  Chapter  122,  Laws  of  Montana,  1953, 
would  violate  the  Enabling  Act  of  the  states  of  Montana,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  and  Washington,  as  said  act  was  amended  by  Congress  in 
1948  at  the  request  of  the  Thirtieth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  and 

Whereas,  since  April  of  the  year  1953,  said  case  has  been  pending  in 
the  courts  and  no  oil  and  gas  leases  have  been  made  by  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, with  the  result  that  anticipated  revenues  from  state  oil  and  gas 
leases  have  not  been  available  for  distribution  to  the  public  schools,  and 

Whereas,  subscribing  to  the  principle  that  the  orderly  and  historic  proc- 
esses of  American  government  provide  that  every  litigant  be  permitted  to 
appeal  to  the  highest  court  in  the  land  having  jurisdiction  of  his  case,  we 
conceive  that  in  right  and  justice  this  appeal  is  entitled  to  be  promptly 
presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and 

Whereas,  the  decision  of  the  Montana  Supreme  Court  in  said  case  con- 
flicts with  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid  Enabling  Act  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  North  Dakota,  resulting  in  confusion,  hampering  the  oil  and  gas

Whereas,  the  great  Williston  Basin,  which  is  the  scene  of  intensive  ac- 
tivity in  oil  and  gas  exploration  and  development,  comprises  large  areas  of 
land  in  Montana,  North  Dakota,  and  South  Dakota,  and  it  is  important 
that  oil  and  gas  activity  and  development  on  state  lands  proceed  without 
uncertainty  as  to  the  validity  of  such  leases,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  therefore  urgently  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  Montana 
that  the  appeal  of  the  aforesaid  decision  of  the  Montana  Supreme  Court 
be  submitted  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  at  the  earliest  possible 
date,  so  that  the  question  presented  by  such  appeal  may  be  finally  decided 
during  the  current  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana,  if  pos- 
sible, 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  state  board  of  land  commission- 
ers, Arnold  H.  Olsen,  as  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  as 
attorney  for  said  state  board  of  land  commissioners,  and  J.  Hugo  Aronson, 
governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  each  and  all  of  them,  be,  and  they  here- 
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by  are,  urged  and  requested,  in  the  best  interests  of  the  State  of  Montana,

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  on  Highways  and  Transportation, 
having  had  under  consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  25,  respectfully  report  as 
follows:  That  Senate  Bill  No.  25  be  amended  as  follows: 

In  line  9  of  the  title  of  the  original  bill,  being  line  7  of  the  title  of 
the  printed  bill,  by  striking  the  word  "and"  after  the  word  "therefor;"; 

And  further  amend  in  line  10  of  the  title  of  the  original  bill,  being  line 
8  of  the  title  of  the  printed  bill,  by  striking  the  "period"  and  "quotation 
marks"  after  the  word  "herewith",  and  adding  in  lieu  thereof  a  "semicolon" 
and  the  words  "and  providing  that  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval."; 

And  further  amend  the  original  bill  and  the  printed  bill,  by  striking 
in  their  entirety  Sections  1  through  15  inclusive,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"Section  1.  It  is  the  declared  policy  of  this  state  to  facilitate  the  flow 
of  traffic  and  promote  public  safety  by  controlling  access  to  highways 
included  by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  in  the  National  System  of  Inter- 
state Highways. 

"Section  2.  Definitions — when  used  in  this  act: 

(a)  "Interstate  highway"  means  any  highway  now  included  or  which 
shall  hereafter  be  included  as  a  part  of  the  National  System  of  Interstate 
Highways. 

(b)  "Controlled  access  highway"  means  all  portions  of  an  interstate 
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highway  which  the  state  highway  commission  shall  determine  and  desig- 
nate as  unsafe  for  and  impeded  by  unrestricted  access  of  traffic  from  inter- 
secting streets  or  alleys  or  public  or  private  roads  or  ways  of  passage. 

(c)  "Controlled  access  facility"  means  and  includes  all  streets,  alleys, 
public  roads,  private  roads  and  ways  of  passage  intersecting  any  controlled 
access  highway  and  all  real  property  contiguous  to  the  right-of-way  of  any 
controlled  access  highway. 

(d)  "Existing  highways"  means  and  includes  all  highways,  roads  and 
streets  heretofore  established,  constructed  and  in  use.  It  shall  not  include 
new  highways,  roads  or  streets,  or  relocated  highways,  roads  or  streets,  or 
portions  of  existing  highways,  roads  or  streets  which  are  relocated. 

"Section  3.  No  part  or  portion  of  an  interstate  highway  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  a  controlled  access  highway  unless  the  state  highway  commission 
shall,  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  in  attend- 
ance at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  thereof,  find  and  determine  that 
traffic  congestion  will  result  from  unrestricted  access  thereto,  or  that  hills, 
curves,  or  other  conditions  with  respect  to  traffic  control  or  public  safety 
render  it  unsafe  to  permit  unrestricted  access  thereto.  Such  resolution 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  adoption  thereof,  and  shall 
set  forth  the  location,  distance  and  termini  of  the  portion  of  the  interstate 
highway  designated  as  a  controlled  access  highway. 

"Section  4.  Powers  of  highway  authorities.  The  highway  authorities 
of  the  state,  counties,  incorporated  cities  and  towns,  having  authority  to 
participate  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  highways,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  plan,  designate,  establish,  regulate,  vacate,  alter,  improve, 
maintain,  and  provide  controlled  access  facilities  for  public  use  wherever 
such  authority  or  authorities  shall  find  and  determine  that  traffic  condi- 
tions will  justify  such  special  facilities.  Provided,  that  within  incorporated 
cities  and  towns,  and  upon  county  roads  within  counties,  such  authority  or 
authorities  shall  be  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  governing  body.  Said 
highway  authorities  of  the  state,  counties,  incorporated  cities  and  towns, 
in  addition  to  the  specific  powers  granted  in  this  act,  shall  also  have  and 
may  exercise,  relative  to  controlled  access  facilities,  any  and  all  additional 
authority  now  or  hereafter  vested  in  them  relative  to  highways  or  streets 
within  their  respective  jurisdictions.  Said  units  may  regulate,  restrict,  or 
prohibit  the  use  of  such  controlled  access  facilities  by  the  various  classes 
of  vehicles  or  traffic. 

"Section  5.  Design  of  controlled  access  facility  —  ingress  and  egress 
restricted.  The  highway  authorities  of  the  State,  counties,  incorporated 
cities  and  towns  are  authorized  to  so  design  any  controlled  access  facility 
and  to  so  regulate,  restrict  or  prohibit  access  as  to  best  serve  the  traffic  for 
which  such  facility  is  intended.  In  this  connection  such  highway  authorities 
are  authorized  to  divide  and  separate  any  controlled  access  facility  into 
separate  roadways  by  the  construction  of  raised  curbings,  central  dividing 
sections,  or  other  physical  separations,  or  by  designating  such  separate 
roadways  by  signs,  markers,  stripes,  and  other  devices.  No  person  shall 
have  any  right  of  ingress  or  egress  to,  from  or  across  controlled  access  fa- 
cilities to  or  from  abutting  lands,  except  at  such  designated  points  at  which 
access  may  be  permitted,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  speci- 
fied from  time  to  time. 

"Section  6.  Acquisition  of  property  for  facility.  For  the  purpose  of  this 
act,  the  highway  authorities  of  the  state,  counties,  incorporated  cities 
and  towns,  respectively,  or  in  cooperation  one  with  the  other  may  acquire 
private  or  public  property  and  property  rights  for  controlled  access  facilities 
and  service  roads,  including  rights  of  access,  air  view,  and  light,  by  gift, 
devise,  purchase,  or  condemnation,  in  the  same  manner  as  such  author- 
ities are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  aquire  property 
or  property  rights  in  connection  with  highways  and  streets  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions.  A  right  of  way  is  hereby  given,  dedicated  and  set 
apart  for  controlled  access  facilities  through,  over,  upon  or  across  any 
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county  road  and  any  street  or  alley  intersecting  a  controlled  access  high- 
way, and  the  acquisition  of  any  such  county  road,  street,  or  alley  for  use  as 
a  controlled  access  facility  shall  be  deemed  superior  and  a  more  necessary 
public  use  and  purpose  than  the  public  use  or  purpose  to  which  such  road, 
street  or  alley  has  heretofore  been  dedicated. 

"Section  7.  New  and  existing  facilities;  grade  crossing  eliminations. 
The  State  or  any  of  its  subdivisions  shall  have  authority  to  provide  for  the 
elimination  of  intersections  at  grade  of  controlled  access  facilities  with 
existing  State  and  county  roads  and  city  or  town  streets  at  the  right-of-way 
boundary  line  of  such  controlled  access  facility;  and  after  the  establishment 
of  any  controlled  access  facility,  no  highway  or  street  which  is  not  a  part 
of  said  facility  shall  intersect  the  same  at  grade.  No  incorporated  city  or 
town  street,  county  or  State  highway,  or  other  public  way  shall  be  opened 
into  or  connected  with  any  such  controlled  access  facility  without  the  con- 
sent and  previous  approval  of  the  highway  authority  in  the  state,  county, 
incorporated  city  or  town  having  jurisdiction  over  such  controlled  access 
facility.  Provided,  however,  that  the  commission  may,  whenever  it  de- 
termines that  traffic  is  not  thereby  impeded  and  that  public  safety  is  not 
thereby  impaired,  authorize  the  continued  intersection  at  grade  of  lightly 
traveled  farm  entrances  and  minor  public  roads  as  ways  of  access  to  con- 
trolled access  highways  in  sparsely  populated  rural  areas. 

"Section  8.  Existing  roads  and  streets  as  service  roads.  In  connection 
with  the  development  of  any  controlled  access  facility  the  state,  county,  or 
incorporated  city  or  town  highway  authorities  are  authorized  to  plan,  desig- 
nate, establish,  use,  regulate,  alter,  improve,  maintain  and  vacate  local 
service  roads  and  streets  or  to  designate  as  local  service  roads  and  streets 
any  existing  road  or  street,  and  to  exercise  jurisdiction  over  service  roads 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  authorized  over  controlled  access  facilities  under 
the  terms  of  this  act,  whenever  such  local  service  roads  are  necessary  for 
carrying  out  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Such  local  service  roads 
or  streets  shall  be  of  appropriate  design,  and  shall  be  separated  from  the 
controlled  access  facility  proper  by  means  of  all  devices  determined  to  be 
necessary  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

"Section  9.  Marking  of  facility  with  signs.  After  the  opening  of  any 
new  and  additional  controlled  access  facility,  or  after  the  designation  and 
establishment  of  any  street  or  highway  as  included,  the  particular  high- 
ways and  streets  or  those  portions  thereof  designated  and  established,  shall 
be  physically  marked  and  indicated  by  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
signs  indicating  to  drivers  of  vehicles  that  they  are  entering  a  controlled 
access  area  and  that  they  are  leaving  a  controlled  access  area. 

"Section  10.  Violations  specified  —  penalty.  After  the  opening  of  any 
new  and  additional  controlled  access  highway  facility,  or  after  the  desig- 
nation and  establishment  of  any  existing  street  or  highway  as  included,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  (1)  to  drive  a  vehicle  over,  upon,  or 
across  any  curb,  central  dividing  section,  or  other  separation  or  dividing 
line  on  controlled  access  facilities;  (2')  to  make  a  left  turn  or  a  semicirc- 
ular or  U-turn  except  through  an  opening  provided  for  that  purpose 
in  the  dividing  curb,  section,  separation  or  line;  (3)  to  drive  any  vehicle 
except  in  the  proper  lane  provided  for  that  purpose  and  in  the  proper  di- 
rection and  to  the  right  of  the  central  dividing  curb,  separation  section,  or 
line;  (4)  to  drive  any  vehicle  in  to  the  controlled  access  facility  from  a 
local  service  road  except  through  an  opening  provided  for  that  purpose  in 
the  dividing  curb,  or  dividing  section,  or  dividing  line  which  separates  such 
service  road  from  the  controlled  access  facility  proper.  Any  person  who 
violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  arrest  and  conviction  therefore  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00),  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city  or  county  jail  for  not  less  than 
five  (5)  days  nor  more  than  ninety  (90)  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 
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"Section  11.  Severability.  If  any  section,  provision,  or  clause  of  this 
act  shall  be  declared  invalid  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstance, 
such  invalidity  or  inapplicability  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  por- 
tions not  so  held  or  persons  or  circumstances  not  so  affected.  All  laws  or 
portions  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  policy  and  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency  in  its  application  to 
controlled  access  facilities  provided  for  in  this  act. 

"Section  12.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

"Section  13.  This  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  approval."

House  Bill  No.  397,  introduced  by  MacDonald:  A  bill  for  an  act  en- 
titled: "An  act  authorizing  Marlowe  Ewy  to  file  with  the  state  board  of

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The  legislature  has  previously  passed,  and  I  have  approved,  memorials 
to  the  Federal  Congress  asking  that  more  funds  be  provided  for  various 
activities.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  inconsistent,  in  view  of  the  size  of  the 
federal  debt  and  the  published  condition  of  the  federal  budget  deficiency,  to 
ask  both  for  more  funds  and  tax  relief  at  the  same  time. 

Furthermore,  I  do  not  believe  that  this  legislature  is  sufficiently  in- 
formed on  federal  fiscal  problems  to  make  the  request  contained  in  H.  J.  M. 
No.  5.  My  announced  policy  of  a  balanced  budget  for  Montana  expresses 
my  belief  as  far  as  the  federal  budget  is  concerned,  and  I  am  informed 
that  the  revenue  raised  by  the  federal  income  tax  would  be  seriously  re- 
duced by  the  request  contained  in  H.  J.  M.  No.  5. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  returning  H.  J.  M.  No.  5  without  my  approval.

Sirs: 

I  am  returning  House  Bill  48  as  amended  by  the  Senate  without  my 
approval  for  the  following  reason: 
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This  bill  would  provide  for  special  license  plates  for  amateur  radio 
operators.  While  I  realize  the  importance  of  amateur  radio  communica- 
tions in  times  of  emergency  and  the  willing  devotion  of  this  fine  group  to 
service  in  emergency  situations,  I  do  not  believe  that  special  license  plates 
should  be  established  for  any  group.  Establishment  of  special  plates  would 
be  a  precedent  for  special  plates  for  various  public  service  groups,  and  I 
do  not  feel  that  such  a  move  in  Montana  is  advisable. 

Therefore,  I  am  returning  House  Bill  48  without  my  approval.

Sirs: 

I  am  returning  House  Bill  277  without  my  approval  for  the  following 
reason: 

House  Bill  277  would  require  stamping  or  tagging  of  all  meat  handled 
by  locker  plant  processors  down  to  quarters,  and  would  eliminate  the  use  of 
"declarations  of  ownership."  This  provision  so  far  as  stamping  of  domestic 
meat  is  concerned  seems  workable.  I  can  understand  the  law  enforcement 
benefits  of  such  a  provision. 

However,  as  to  wild  meat,  it  is  not  possible  under  our  present  laws  for 
duplicate  game  tags  to  be  issued  for  each  quarter  of  meat.  Therefore,  it 
would  become  impossible  for  locker  processors  to  handle  divided  game  ani- 
mals. This  would  be  unduly  restrictive  on  distribution  of  wild  meat,  re- 
sulting from  the  traditional  sharing  by  members  of  families  or  of  hunting 
parties.  I  do  not  feel  the  law  enforcement  benefits  to  be  gained  are  suffi- 
cient to  place  such  a  restriction  on  the  handling  of  meat. 

For  this  reason,  I  am  returning  House  Bill  277  without  my  approval.

This  bill  proposes  to  place  the  burden  of  medical  care  of  city  jail  in- 
mates on  the  taxpayers  of  the  county  and  the  duty  of  their  medical  care  on 
the  boards  of  county  commissioners  and  the  county  physician  without  any 
corresponding  control  or  supervision.  If  this  would  become  law,  every 
drunk,  injured  in  a  fight  who  lands  in  a  city  jail,  would  get  medical  care 
from  the  county  poor  funds.  These  funds  are  not  adequate  to  handle  such 
a  situation.  All  fines  in  city  courts  go  to  the  city  treasury.  City  prisoners 
should  be  the  responsibility  of  the  city,  including  medical  care. 

This  seems  to  me  to  be  a  contradiction  of  our  established  ideas  of  city 
jurisdiction  and  duties  under  city  ordinances  and  governmental  bodies  as

against  county  jurisdiction  and  duties  under  state  laws.  It  is  conceivable 
that  in  counties  with  more  than  one  incorporated  city  or  town  that  a  county 
physician  would  be  required  in  each  town  or  to  maintain  a  circuit  of  town 
jails.  Presently,  some  cities  and  counties  have  worked  out  agreements  to 
adequately  handle  the  situation;  and  I  do  not  feel  that  House  Bill  175  would 
accomplish  anything  but  a  shifting  of  a  city  problem  to  the  county  poor 
fund. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  returning  House  Bill  175  without  my  approval.

"During  the  first  eighteen  (18)  months  after  the  happening  of  the 
injury,  the  employer  or  insurer  or  the  board,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  fur- 
nish reasonable  services  by  a  physician  or  surgeon,  reasonable  hospital 
services  and  medicines  when  needed,  and  such  other  treatment  approved  by 
the  board,  not  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
($2500.00);  provided  however,  that  in  cases  of  total  disability  where  ap- 
portionment of  such  sum  does  not  meet  all  hospitalization  expenses,  the 
board  may  allow  an  additional  amount  up  to  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00) 
for  such  additional  hospital  expenses.  The  employer  or  insurer  or  the  board 
shall  not  be  required  to  furnish  such  services  if  the  employee  refuses  to 
allow  them  to  be  furnished  or  if  the  employee  is  under  hospital  contract 
as  provided  in  Section  92-610  (2907)  of  this  act. 

"When  such  employee  is  under  a  hospital  contract  as  above  and  when 
hospital  and  medical  facilities  or  both  are  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  an 
injured  employee  in  a  particular  case  such  injured  employee,  may,  anytime, 
be  placed  where  adequate  hospital  facilities  are  obtainable,  and  the  cost 
thereof  in  whole  or  in  part  shall  be  a  legal  charge  against  the  one  so  con- 
tracting to  furnish  hospital  facilities,  and  the  amount  of  such  charge  and 
the  necessity  therefor  shall  be  determined  by  the  board. 

"And  be  it  further  provided,  that  where  an  injury  arising  out  of  and 
received  in  the  course  of  employment  necessarily  results  in  the  loss  by  am- 
putation of  an  arm,  hand,  leg  or  foot,  or  the  enucleation  of  an  eye,  or  the 
loss  of  any  of  the  natural  teeth,  the  industrial  accident  board  may,  in  its 
discretion,  order  that  an  artificial  member  be  furnished  to  supply  the  loss 
of  any  such  member  or  members  so  lost.  Such  artificial  member  shall  be 
furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  employer,  operating  under  plan  one,  or  the 
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insurer,  operating  under  plan  two,  or  the  industrial  accident  fund  where 
the  employer  is  operating  under  plan  three.  The  expense  of  furnishing  any 
such  member  shall  not  exceed  the  following  amounts:  Hand  or  arm  to 
elbow — two  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($250.00).  Arm  above  elbow — three  hun- 
dred dollars  ($300.00).  Foot  or  leg— two  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($250.00). 
Eye — twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00).  Teeth — one  hundred  seventy-five  dol- 
lars ($175.00).  The  replacement  of  an  artificial  member  so  furnished  shall 
be  required  every  five  (5)  years,  if  necessary.";

House  Bill  No.  44,  introduced  by  Nixon,  Nybo:  A  bill  for  an  act  en- 
titled: "An  act  to  submit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana 
an  amendment  to  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
relating  to  revenue  and  taxation,  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section  providing 
that  no  monies  paid  into  the  state  treasury  which  are  derived  from  fees, 
excises,  or  license  taxes  relating  to  registration,  operation,  or  use  of  ve- 
hicles on  the  public  highways,  or  to  fuels  used  for  the  propulsion  of  such 
vehicles,  shall  be  expended  for  other  than  cost  of  administering  laws  under 
which  such  monies  are  derived,  statutory  refunds  and  adjustments  pro- 
vided therein,  payment  of  highway  obligations,  cost  of  construction,  recon- 
struction, maintenance  and  repair  of  public  highways,  roads,  streets,  and 
bridges,  and  expenses  authorized  by  the  state  legislature  for  dissemination 
of  public  information  relating  to  the  public  highways,  roads,  streets,  and 
bridges  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  use  thereof." 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be  amended 
as  hereinafter  provided  and  that  the  question  of  such  amendment  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  for  their  approval 
or  rejection,  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1956. 

Section  2.  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

"ARTICLE  XII 
REVENUE  AND  TAXATION 

Section  1.  The  necessary  revenue  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  state  shall  be  provided  by  the  legislative  assembly,  which  shall  levy  a 
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uniform  rate  of  assessment  and  taxation,  and  shall  prescribe  such  regula- 
tions as  shall  secure  a  just  valuation  for  taxation  of  all  property,  except 
that  specially  provided  for  in  this  article.  The  legislative  assembly  may 
also  impose  a  license  tax,  both  upon  persons  and  upon  corporations  doing 
business  in  the  state. 

"Sec.  la.  The  legislative  assembly  may  levy  and  collect  taxes  upon 
incomes  of  persons,  firms  and  corporations  for  the  purpose  of  replacing 
property  taxes.  These  income  taxes  may  be  graduated  and  progressive  and 
shall  be  distributed  to  the  public  schools  and  to  the  state  government." 

Sec.  lb.  No  monies  paid  into  the  state  treasury  which  are  derived  from 
fees,  excises,  or  license  taxes  relating  to  registration,  operation,  or  use  of 
vehicles  on  the  public  highways,  or  to  fuels  used  for  the  propulsion  of  such 
vehicles,  shall  be  expended  for  other  than  cost  of  administering  laws  under 
which  such  monies  are  derived,  statutory  refunds  and  adjustments  pro- 
vided therein,  payment  of  highway  obligations,  cost  of  construction,  recon- 
struction, maintenance  and  repair  of  public  highways,  roads,  streets,  and 
bridges,  and  expenses  authorized  by  the  state  legislature  for  dissemination 
of  public  information  relating  to  the  public  highways,  roads,  streets  and 
bridges  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  use  thereof. 

Section  3.  Separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the  general 
election  to  be  held  in  November,  1956,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon 
"Anti-Diversion  Amendment  of  Highway  Fuel  and  User  Taxes,"  followed  by 
all  of  Sec.  lb  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana 
as  proposed  by  this  act.  There  shall  also  be  printed  on  said  official  ballots, 
below  the  said  section,  squares  and  the  words  as  follows: 

□  For  the  foregoing  amendment  to 
the  Constitution. 

□  Against  the  foregoing  amendment  to 
the  Constitution. 

Each  elector  who  approves  this  amendment  shall  mark  an  "X"  in  the 
first  square  above  printed  and  each  elector  who  rejects  it  shall  mark  an 
"X"  in  the  second  square. 

Section  4.  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  this  amendment  above  pro- 
posed, shall  be  counted,  canvassed  and  determined  by  such  officials,  and 
in  such  manner  as  provided  by  law,  and  if  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  at 
such  election  for  and  against  such  amendment  shall  be  in  favor  of  such 
amendment,  the  governor  of  the  state  shall  so  declare  by  public  proclama- 
tion and  the  amendment  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  a  part  of  the 
constitution  from  and  after  the  date  of  such  proclamation. 

Section  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.

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REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  Committee  appointed  to  inspect  the  Veterans  and  Pioneers  Me- 
morial Building  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate 
the  Veterans  and  Pioneers  Memorial  Building,  respectfully  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

FINDINGS:  In  general,  your  committee  found  the  Memorial  Building 
to  be  in  good  condition,  except  for  the  following: 

1.  Supervision  of  Memorial  Building  was  sadly  lacking,  both  from 
the  engineer's  office  and  the  architect's  office,  as  shown  by  the  bent 
marquee,  and  the  failure  to  carry  out  specifications  in  the  library  stacks 
and  shelving. 

2.  The  wiring  of  the  Memorial  Building  that  was  done  after  com- 
pletion of  the  original  contract,  with  private  funds,  was  not  properly  super- 
vised by  personnel  of  the  Memorial  Building,  nor  was  the  state  engineer 
called  in  for  advice  or  inspection;  even  today  there  are  open  electrical 
switch  boxes  that  have  energized  wires  exposed,  and  not  even  taped. 

3.  Lack  of  decision  to  decide  disagreements  between  contractor, 
architects  and  engineers  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  October,  1951, 
blame  for  the  bent  marquee  was  placed  on  the  contractor  by  both  architect 
and  engineer,  but  no  action  whatsoever  was  taken.  By  May  16,  1952,  there 
was  still  argument  as  to  who  was  responsible. 

4.  It  was  found  that  there  was  a  difference  in  testimony  when  given 
to  subcommittee,  and  that  presented  to  the  Special  Committee  as  a  whole; 
it  was  toned  down  in  an  attempt  to  put  the  blame  on  no  one. 

5.  It  was  the  feeling  of  your  committee,  that  there  was  not  enough 
research  done  in  setting  the  foundations,  which  has  caused  the  foundation 
to  crack,  due  to  settling.  Your  committee  was  unable  to  understand  how 
any  flood  could  cause  a  building  that  was  properly  built,  to  settle  in  the 
manner  claimed  by  the  engineers. 

6.  It  was  found  by  your  committee  that  there  was  a  great  lack  of 
evidence  that  proper  research  was  done  by  the  architect  before  plans  for 
the  building  were  drawn. 

7.  Evidence  in  the  building  pointed  out  to  your  committee,  showed 
that  although  specifications  were  met,  the  wiring  for  a  special  building  of 
this  type  was  very  poorly  planned,  without  any  thought  of  the  future. 

RECOMMENDATIONS:  We,  your  committee,  recommend  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  That  a  responsible  architectural  engineer,  with  necessary  staff,  be 
hired  by  the  "Board  of  Examiners,  and  given  the  authority  to  strongly 
supervise. 

2.  We  strongly  recommend  that  any  proposed  alterations  or  major 
repairs  to  any  existing  buildings  under  the  supervision  of,  or  owned  by,  the 
State  of  Montana,  with  responsibility  vested  in  the  Board  of  Examiners,  be 
cleared  through  the  engineer  before  any  work  can  be  done,  and  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  work  being  completed,  be  that  of  the  state  architectural  en- 
gineer. 

3.  That  any  bids  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  should  be  ac- 
companied by  a  financial  statement  showing  strength  of  said  bidder,  and 
such  statement  should  be  made  out  by  an  independent  certified  public  ac- 
countant, and  shall  be  held  confidential  by  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

4.  The  engineer,  the  board  of  examiners  and  the  architect  should  make 
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a  very  careful  study  of  the  plans,  drawings  and  specifications,  so  the 
necessity  of  change  orders  can  be  cut  to  a  minimum;  change  orders  are 
always  expensive  and  costly  to  the  taxpayer. 

5.  That  before  construction  is  started  on  a  building,  that  architect's 
drawing  and  plans  be  cleared  with  the  department  head  who  will  occupy  the 
building;  any  change  orders  that  arise,  the  department  head  to  be  consulted. 

6.  At  any  time  when  faulty  workmanship  appears,  that  a  decision  be 
made  and  action  be  taken  immediately  to  correct  same.  This  we  feel  should 
be  definitely  understood  at  the  time  the  bids  are  accepted. 

7.  That  during  construction,  a  clerk-of-the-works  should  be  at  the  job 
at  all  times  to  keep  a  written  record  of  his  activities  and  recommendations 
to  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  examiners. 

8.  That  before  the  final  estimate  is  approved,  a  careful  inspection 
should  be  made  by  the  representatives  of  the  institution,  the  architects  and 
the  engineer,  who  should  unanimously  agree  to  the  final  payments  to  the 
contractors.  A  full  report  of  this  inspection  and  agreement  should  be  filed 
with  the  board  of  examiners  and  the  head  of  the  institution  for  future 
legal  reference. 

9.  We  urge  immediate  action  on  the  following  recommendations: 

A.  That  the  Memorial  Building  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  constructed;  your  committee  feels  that  no  one  should 
have  living  quarters  in  any  of  our  capitol  building  structures. 

B.  That  no  pets  be  allowed  in,  or  housed  in  state  buildings,  and  signs 
to  this  effect  be  prominently  displayed. 

C.  That  the  pictures  of  the  distinguished  governors  of  this  state,  and 
other  prominent  citizens  be  conspicuously  displayed  in  the  building. 

D.  That  immediate  action  be  taken  to  cover  any  switch  boxes  that 
hold  energized  wires  or  other  exposed  wires,  and  the  loose  swinging  fix- 
tures be  placed  in  their  proper  position  and  firmly  attached  in  a  work- 
manlike manner. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT  THE  SENATE  does 
hereby  concur  in  the  above  report  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate 
immediately  deliver  a  copy  of  same,  properly  certified  by  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  to 
the  Secretary  of  State,  to  the  Attorney  General  and  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners.

WHEREAS,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  did  on 
July  15,  1953,  approve  a  treaty  with  foreign  governments  where  members 
of  our  armed  services  are  serving,  and

Organization  (NATO)  Status  of  Forces  Treaty,  and,  among  other  things, 
provides  that  members  of  our  armed  forces  may  be  tried  in  the  courts  of 
the  nation  and  by  the  nation  where  the  offense  was  alleged  to  have  been 
committed,  and 

WHEREAS,  because  of  said  treaty,  members  of  our  armed  forces  are 
subject  in  many  cases  to  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  of  America  should  administer  military 
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justice  through  its  proper  officials  and  not  permit  members  of  our  armed 
services  to  be  tried  by  foreign  governments,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  treaty  is  repugnant  to  the  principles  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  that  it  gives  foreign  governments  jurisdiction 
over  the  liberty  of  members  of  our  armed  services  and  is  causing  unneces- 
sary suffering  among  members  of  our  armed  services,  all  of  which  is  not 
in  keeping  with  our  American  way  of  life, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State 
of  Montana  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  be  re- 
spectfully urged  and  requested  to  amend  and  rescind  the  portion  of  said 
North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  (NATO)  Status  of  Forces  Treaty, 
which  provides  for  the  trial  of  members  of  our  armed  forces  by  governments

A  bill  for  an  act  entitled:  "An  act  to  submit  to  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  State  of  Montana  an  amendment  to  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  relating  to  revenue  and  taxation,  by  adding  thereto 
a  new  section  to  be  known  and  designated  as  Section  1  (b)  of  Article  XII, 
providing  that  no  monies  paid  into  the  state  treasury  which  are  derived  from 
fees,  excises  or  license  taxes  relating  to  registration,  operation  or  use  of 
vehicles  on  the  public  highways  or  to  fuels  used  for  the  propulsion  of  such 
vehicles,  except  fees  and  charges  paid  to  the  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  public  service  commission  of  Montana 
or  its  successor  or  successors  by  motor  carriers  pursuant  to  law,  shall  be 
expended  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  provided  for  herein." 

2.  By  striking  out  in  its  entirety,  Section  2  of  said  bill,  including  all 
House  and  Senate  amendments  thereto,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 

following: 

"Section  2.  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,  be,  and  the 
same  is,  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  and 
designated  as  Section  1  (b)  of  Article  XII  reading  as  follows:

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of  such  vehicles,  except  fees  and  charges  paid  to  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Montana  or  its  successor  or  successors  by  motor  carriers  pursuant  to 
law,  shall  be  expended  for  other  than  cost  of  administering  laws  under 
which  such  monies  are  derived,  statutory  refunds  and  adjustments  provided 
therein,  payment  of  highway  obligations,  cost  of  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion, maintenance  and  repair  of  public  highways,  roads,  streets,  and  bridges, 
and  expenses  authorized  by  the  state  legislature  for  dissemination  of  public 
information  relating  to  the  public  highways,  roads,  streets  and  bridges  of 
the  State  of  Montana  and  the  use  thereof. "

The  Special  Taxation  Committee  submitted  the  following  report: 

TO  THE  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  THIRTY-FOURTH  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY 

Mr.  President: 
Mr.  Speaker: 

Pursuant  to  a  motion  adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
January  7,  1955,  authorizing  five  men  of  the  House  to  study  property 
evaluations  for  tax  purposes  in  the  State  of  Montana  and  for  the  purpose 
of  studying  the  methods  and  procedures  of  the  State  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion of  equalizing  and  collecting  taxes,  a  committee  was  appointed  con- 
sisting of  Representative  Gunderson  (Cascade)  Chairman,  Representative 
Haines  (Prairie),  Representative  Cunningham  (Silver  Bow),  Representative 
Bentz  (Carter),  Representative  Hooks  (Broadwater). 

On  adoption  of  a  similar  motion  in  the  Senate  on  the  same  date  a 
committee  was  appointed.  Members  were  Senator  Brenner  (Beaverhead), 
Chairman,  Senator  Worden  (Missoula),  Senator  Mahoney  (Garfield)  Sena- 
tor James  (Liberty),  and  Senator  Keller  (Stillwater). 

It  was  understood  that  the  two  committees  would  work  jointly  and  con- 
currently and  make  a  joint  report. 

In  all  a  total  of  twenty-three  (23)  meetings  have  been  held  since  the 
organizational  meeting  of  January  9,  1955. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  by  the  motion,  the  Joint  Tax  Com- 
mittee subpoenaed  witnesses  including  members  of  the  Board  of  Equal- 
ization and  various  other  individuals.  Approximately  fifty  (50)  people 
have  been  called  before  the  Committee  to  give  testimony,  both  under  oath 
and  informally.  These  witnesses  include  officials  of  the  County  Assessor's 
Association,  County  Commissioner's  Association,  members  and  employees 
of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  various  elective  county  officials  and 
other  individuals  possessing  special  knowledge  and  information  concerning 
the  study  within  the  scope  of  the  Committee's  authority. 

All  testimony  was  taken  by  means  of  wire  and  tape  recorders  and 
will  be  reduced  to  an  official  record  as  soon  as  it  can  be  transcribed.  In 
addition,  all  exhibits  introduced  by  witnesses  will  be  annexed  and  will 
be  part  of  the  official  record.  In  this  connection  the  Committee  would  like 
to  acknowledge  the  loyal  and  untiring  work  of  their  two  employees,  Mrs. 
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Dorris  Dietzen  and  Mrs.  Rosanne  McCullough.  They  have  worked  far  in 
excess  of  the  regular  hours  and  without  their  help  our  official  record 
could  not  be  completed. 

The  Committee  has  been  somewhat  handicapped  both  in  conducting  the 
hearings  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  because  of  the  press  of  the 
Members  regular  duties  and  the  fact  that  the  major  share  of  this  commit- 
tee's work  was  done  at  times  which  did  not  conflict  with  the  meetings  of 
the  respective  Houses  or  their  standing  committees.  Because  of  this  it  has 
been  impossible  for  all  of  the  men  of  both  Houses  to  be  present  at  each 
meeting.  This  factor  has  made  difficult  the  preparation  of  a  comprehensive 
and  complete  report.  However,  all  of  the  information,  data  and  exhibits  are 
now  a  matter  of  record  and  we  anticipate  and  believe  that  it  will  be  of 
great  benefit  to  any  subsequent  Committee,  be  it  an  Interim  Committee  of 
any  kind  or  a  similar  Committee  of  the  next  Legislature. 

FINDINGS 

It  is  our  finding  that  the  problem  of  equalization  of  property  values, 
both  within  the  individual  counties  and  between  the  counties,  is  a  grave 
and  serious  threat  to  the  entire  tax  structure  of  our  State  and  a  problem 
that  should  be  continually  studied  and  remedial  measures  taken.  We  are  not 
yet  able  to  state  the  cure,  but  only  to  point  out  that  this  problem  is  one 
that  is  not  capable  of  a  complete  or  expedient  solution  either  by  this 
Committee  or  by  this  Assembly. 

There  is  no  single  answer  to  the  whole  problem  but  it  is  our  finding 
that  the  biggest  source  of  tax  inequality  has  been  a  lack  of  a  state-wide 
uniform  classification  system.  The  County  Assessor's  Association,  the 
County  Commissioner's  Association,  and  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
were  unanimous  in  their  testimony  and  support  of  such  a  bill.  It  was  found 
that  in  many  of  the  counties  the  officials  responsible  stated  they  would 
get  their  house  in  order  promptly  if  other  counties  would  do  likewise.  In 
some  cases  we  believe  that  this  is  used  as  an  excuse  —  in  others  it  is 
probably  a  fact.  To  correct  this  situation  the  several  individual  members 
of  the  Committee  recommended  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  128,  which  is 
the  uniform  classification  law.  It  is  our  belief  that  this  bill  is  the  only  feas- 
ible approach  to  the  classification  problem  and  that  it  eliminates  the  bad 
features  of  the  1921  Classification  Law. 

We  found  that  there  are  some  twenty-six  (26)  counties  which  have 
undertaken  a  reclassification  of  either  their  real  property  or  improvements 
or  in  two  (2)  cases  all  property  subject  to  taxation.  We  have  discussed  at 
great  length  the  various  methods  and  procedures  used  in  this  work  by  the 
county  officials.  It  is  our  belief  this  material  gathered  from  the  counties 
which  have  conducted  such  reclassifications  or  reappraisals  should  be  used 
extensively  in  the  administration  of  House  Bill  128V  While  we  have  not 
examined  all  of  the  counties  so  concerned,  we  feel  that  the  job  done  in 
Fergus  County  deserves  particular  commendation  and  we  would  urge  that  the 
knowledge  gained  in  that  county  be  used  by  the  other  counties. 

The  second  contributing  cause  of  the  tax  equalization  problem  has 
been  and  is  the  disparity  between  counties  and  the  valuation  or  assess- 
ment of  both  real  and  personal  property.  Facts  and  figures  on  this  situ- 
ation were  presented  to  this  Assembly  by  the  Governor  in  his  message  and 
by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  It  is  our  opinion  that  in  some  in- 
stances relatively  low  assessments  are  tied  in  with  the  lack  of  a  proper 
classification.  In  other  cases,  special  problems  exist  within  the  counties  that 
justify  the  apparent  inequality. 

However,  in  the  majority  of  such  cases  the  fault  lies  with  the  county 
officials  responsible  under  law.  One  of  the  contributing  factors  apparently 
is  the  lack  of  sufficient  deputies  and  the  low  compensation  paid  the  present 
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assessing  authorities.  In  many  cases,  the  County  Assessor  is  just  not  doing 
the  job.  There  are  examples  of  low  assessments  on  one  or  more  classes 
of  property  and  large  amounts  of  "escape"  property. 

Further  it  is  our  finding  that  in  many  such  cases  the  County  Com- 
missioners are  admittedly  derelict  in  the  performance  of  their  legal  duties 
in  the  assessment  field.  It  is  our  opinion  that  pursuant  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  the  Statutes  applicable,  that  the  Commissioners  should  and 
must  be  more  active  in  the  performance  of  these  duties. 

The  problem  of  low  assessment  and  the  valuation  is  of  great  import- 
ance to  the  over-all  tax  structure  because  of  the  operation  of  the  School 
and  Public  Welfare  Equalization  Laws.  The  counties  which  are  not  doing 
the  job  receive  a  disproportionate  share  of  these  funds  which  results  in 
a  penalty  to  the  counties  which  are  correctly  and  legally  assessed.  It  was 
our  feeling  that  some  method  was  needed  to  gauge  the  taxing  perform- 
ance of  the  various  counties.  To  that  end  some  members  of  this  Commit- 
tee supported  the  so-called  Variable  Ratio  Bills.  It  is  further  our  considered 
opinion  that  a  continuation  of  this  situation  can  only  lead  to  a  breakdown 
of  these  equalization  programs.  In  this  connection  we  feel  that  there 
should  be  close  study  of  the  proposal  that  the  State  ultimately  remove  itself 
from  the  property  tax  field. 

Our  Committee  heard  a  great  deal  of  testimony  from  members  and 
employees  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  We  have  attempted  to  review 
with  them  their  procedures  both  in  the  performance  of  their  assessing 
duties  and  in  the  performance  of  their  supervisory  duties.  However,  there 
has  been  much  discussion  of  the  power  of  the  Board  granted  to  it  by  the 
Constitution  and  Statutes.  We  feel  that  this  subject  is  a  distinctly  legal 
question  and  not  a  matter  for  our  Committee. 

It  is  our  finding  that  there  has  been  for  many  years  past  an  apparent 
lack  of  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  State  Board  in  the  performance  of 
some  of  their  assessing  duties.  There  appears  that  there  has  been  favor- 
itism and  under-assessment  in  many  cases.  Because  this  is  a  very  complex 
technical  field  your  Committee  could  not  fully  investigate  this  problem  in 
the  time  allotted.  We  find  that  at  the  present  time  a  real  attempt  is  being 
made  to  correct  these  inequalities,  but  we  feel  that  this  situation  requires 
the  closest  attention. 

It  is  our  belief  that  assessment  and  valuation  should  remain  at  the 
local  level  where  conditions  and  values  are  well  known,  and  where  the 
obligation  to  secure  a  just  and  adequate  assessment  valuation  is  properly 
located.  We  do  believe  that  the  State  Board  in  the  exercise  of  its  super- 
visory powers  should  work,  whenever  possible,  in  cooperation  with  the 
individual  county  officers  particularly  with  the  County  Assessor's  and 
County  Commissioner's  Associations.  This  will  have  to  be  done  in  the 
administration  of  Senate  Bill  128  and  we  recommend  it  in  other  cases 
where  applicable. 

Under  the  motions  of  both  the  House  and  Senate,  your  Committee  felt 
that  they  should  briefly  consider  the  bills  prepared  by  the  State  Board. 
Accordingly,  the  first  four  meetings  were  conducted  with  members  and 
employees  of  the  Board  considering  the  measures  to  be  introduced.  The 
knowledge  gained  from  these  meetings  aided  in  providing  for  an  intelligent 
consideration  of  the  measures  when  they  reached  the  Assembly.  We  feel 
that  some  of  the  measures  such  as  the  Corporation  License  Tax  Revision 
which  failed  to  pass  should  have  continued  study  and  serious  consider- 
ation at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Assembly.  The  present  Corporation  License 
Tax  Law  has  had  nothing  but  minor  revision  since  1917.  It  is  our  opinion 
that  the  passage  of  the  Withholding  Tax  Bill,  the  revision  of  the  per- 
sonal income  tax  law,  the  bills  imposing  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  Scheduled 
Airlines  and  Scheduled  Bus  and  Truck  Lines,  in  addition  to  the  Classific- 
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ation  Bill,  before  mentioned,  is  a  step  in  the  direction  of  a  sounder  tax 
structure. 

We  are  in  agreement  also  with  the  plans  of  the  State  Board  to  modern- 
ize the  Income  Tax  Department  and  feel  that  it  is  a  thing  long  overdue. 

Finally  it  is  our  finding  that  your  Committee  has  not  been  able  in  the 
short  time  allotted  to  do  the  type  of  job  that  all  of  us  would  desire.  The 
field  is  immense,  it  requires  special  knowledge  and  it  is  an  unfortunate 
fact  that  we  are  just  now  at  the  point  where  we  feel  that  our  activities 
might  result  in  constructive  benefit  to  the  State.  We  feel  that  the  entire 
problem  is  one  of  the  greatest  seriousness  because  the  tax  structure  is 
the  basis  of  all  governmental  activity.  Because  of  the  gravity  of  the 
problem,  we  find  and  recommend  strongly  an  Interim  Committee  limited 
to  the  tax  field.  It  was  the  Committee's  belief  that  such  a  plan  could  be 
set  up  by  this  Assembly.  If  not,  we  urge  that  it  be  two  years  from  now. 
There  are  many  fields  which  we  did  not  and  could  not  review  thoroughly 
and  which  need  consideration.  Without  such  a  study  there  can  only  be  a 
continuation  of  patch  work  additions  and  subtractions  to  the  tax  laws  with 
no  overall  correction.  The  problem  has  been  too  long  neglected  and  it  should 
not  be  postponed  any  longer. 

We  feel  that  the  official  record  as  compiled  by  your  Committee  be  made 
available  to  the  Governor  and  to  any  Interim  Committee  which  might  be 
created  to  deal  with  this  problem.

A  bill  for  an  act  entitled:  "An  act  to  submit  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State  of  Montana  an  amendment  to  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  relating  to  revenue  and  taxation,  by  adding  there- 
to a  new  section  to  be  known  and  designated  as  Section  1  (b)  of  Article 
XII,  providing  that  no  monies  paid  into  the  state  treasury  which  are  de- 
rived from  fees,  excises  or  license  taxes  relating  to  registration,  operation 
or  use  of  vehicles  on  the  public  highways  or  to  fuels  used  for  the  propul- 
sion of  such  vehicles,  except  fees  and  charges  paid  to  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  public  service  commission 
of  Montana  or  its  successor  or  successors  by  motor  carriers  pursuant  to 
law,  shall  be  expended  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  provided  for 
herein."

Dear  Sirs: 

The  financial  dilemma  which  faces  the  Legislature  and  the  state  ad- 
ministration clearly  indicates  the  absolute  necessity  for  a  sound  and  sen- 
sible tax  study  by  a  legislative  committee  working  together  with  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization.  From  the  reports  which  I  have  had  relative  to  the 
joint  tax  study  group  of  this  session,  it  seems  advisable  and  I  would  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  this  group  be  continued  in  some  form. 

Reports  indicate  that  you  expended  nearly  four  thousand  man  hours  in 
committee  meetings  and  conferences;  that  you  have  called  in  excess  of 
fifty  witnesses  and  spent  countless  sessions  in  discussing  procedure  and 
evaluating  testimony.  Certainly  it  would  be  a  shame  to  have  another 
group  start  fresh,  rather  than  to  utilize  the  knowledge,  experience  and 
background  which  your  committee  members  have  acquired. 

Certainly  if  Montana  is  to  provide  the  educational  facilities  which 
you  legislators  apparently  agree  must  be  provided,  as  indicated  by  your 
liberal  appropriations,  there  must  be  new  taxation  methods  devised. 

The  property  tax  for  state  purposes  should  be  discontinued.  I  would 
feel  derelict  if  I  failed  to  send  this  commendatory  message  and  recommen- 
dations for  your  consideration.

Introduced  by  Committee  on  Military  Affairs 

A  RESOLUTION  OF  THE  SENATE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA, 
TO  THE  HONORABLE  DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER,  PRESIDENT  OF 
THE  UNITED  STATES;  TO  THE  HONORABLE  UNITED  STATES 
SENATORS,  JAMES  E.  MURRAY  AND  MIKE  MANSFIELD;  TO  THE 
HONORABLE  REPRESENTATIVES  IN  CONGRESS,  LEE  METCALF 
AND  ORVIN  FJARE;  AND  TO  THE  HONORABLE  HARVEY  V.  HIG- 
LEY,  ADMINISTRATOR  OF  VETERANS'  AFFAIRS. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  SENATE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA: 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  on  Organization  of  the  Executive  Branch 
of  the  Government,  on  or  about  the  28th  day  of  February,  1955,  submitted  a 
report  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  recommending  the  closing  of 
the  Veterans'  Administration  Hospital  located  at  Miles  City,  Montana,  for 
the  reason  that  its  continued  operation  is  uneconomic  and  ineffective  due 
to  its  low  bed  capacity,  and  poor  location;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Veterans'  Administration  Hospital  located  at  Miles 
City,  Montana,  was  dedicated  in  August  of  1951;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  closing  of  the  Veterans'  Administration  Hospital  at 
Miles  City,  Montana,  would  require  veterans  in  the  eastern  part  of  Montana 
to  travel  more  than  five  hundred  miles  to  the  Veterans'  Administration 
Hospital  located  at  Fort  Harrison,  Helena,  Montana,  for  examination  and 
treatment;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Veterans'  Administration  Hospital  located  at  Fort 
Harrison,  Helena,  Montana,  could  not  absorb  the  seventy-five  bed  patients 
now  at  the  Veterans'  Administration  Hospital  in  Miles  City,  Montana, 
should  the  latter  hospital  be  closed  as  recommended  by  the  said  commis- 
sion; and 

WHEREAS,  the  location  of  the  Miles  City  Veterans'  Administration 
Hospital  coincides  with  the  results  desired  in  President  Eisenhower's  ex- 
pressed policies  of  decentralization,  and  is  situated  in  an  area  that  doubt- 
less would  be  free  from  immediate  danger  in  the  event  of  attack  by  an 
enemy;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  services  and  facilities  of  the  Veterans'  Administration 
Hospital  in  Miles  City,  Montana,  should  be  expanded  to  care  for  the  veterans 
of  Montana  now  suffering  neuro-psychosis  maladies  and  who  are  at  the 
present  committed  to  the  overcrowded  State  Hospital  at  Warm  Springs, 
Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  historically  borne 
out  the  sentinments  expressed  by  President  Eisenhower,  namely  that  it  is 
the  nation's  sacred  obligation  to  care  for  those  who  have  stood  between 
their  land  and  its  enemies; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  the  Veterans'  Ad- 
ministration be  respectfully  urged  and  requested  to  initiate  any  action 
deemed  necessary  to  continue  in  operation  the  Veterans'  Administration 
Hospital  at  Miles  City,  Montana,  in  order  that  the  veterans  of  Montana 
will  endure  no  hardship; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  copies  of  this  Resolution  be  sent 
to  the  Honorable  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  President  of  the  United  States; 
to  the  Honorable  United  States  Senators,  James  E.  Murray  and  Mike  Mans-

WHEREAS,  many  of  said  reports  have  not  been  filed  within  the  time 
that  will  permit  members  of  the  legislature  to  study  said  report  or  prop- 
erly act  thereon, 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Governor  of  Mon- 
tana direct  all  state  boards,  bureaus  and  commissions  who  are  required  to 
make  a  report  under  the  law  to  have  such  report  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Governor,  and  a  copy  thereof  delivered  to  each  elected  member  of 
the  legislature  at  least  30  days  before  the  convening  thereof.

SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  7 

Introduced  by  Ross  and  Keller. 

A  RESOLUTION  OF  THE  SENATE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA 
TO  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS  REQUESTING  THEM  TO 
NOTIFY  AND  REQUIRE  ALL  STATE  DEPARTMENTS,  BOARDS, 
BUREAUS,  COMMISSIONS  AND  ELEGTED  STATE  OFFICIALS  TO 
KEEP  TRAVEL  AND  EXPENSE  RECORDS  OF  ALL  OUT-OF-STATE 
TRAVEL. 

WHEREAS,  out-of-state  travel,  time  and  expense  by  personnel  of 
state  departments  has  increased  materially,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  present  system  of  keeping  records  makes  it  practically 
impossible  of  having  information  available  which  will  show  pertinent  data 
on  out-of-state  travel,  and 

WHEREAS,  a  record  of  purpose,  time  consumed,  and  expense  incurred 
of  all  out-of-state  travel  would  materially  assist  the  Legislative  Finance 
Committees  in  considering  budget  requests  of  various  state  units  of  gov- 
ernment, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners  be  directed  to  require  all  state  departments,  boards,  bureaus, 
commissions  and  elected  state  officials  to  keep  a  record  of  all  out-of-state 
travel  which  will  show  the  purpose  of  the  trip,  date,  personnel  making  the 
trip,  destination,  method  of  transportation,  cost  of  transportation,  and 
total  cost  thereof,  such  statement  to  show  the  proportionate  amount  there- 
of paid  by  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  proportionate  amount  paid  from 
federal  funds, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  require 
that  such  information  be  contained  in  a  special  report  to  be  filed  annually 
with  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.

Senate  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Legislative  Assembly  record  the  passing  of 
George  N.  McCabe,  a  member  of  this  body,  on  Sunday,  February  20,  1955; 
and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  proper  and  fitting  that  the  record  and  accomplish- 
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ments  of  the  late  Senator  McCabe  be  placed  on  record  in  this  Assembly, 
the  following  facts  relative  to  his  carreer  are  hereby  noted: 

Senator  McCabe  was  serving  his  first  term  in  the  Senate.  He  was 
elected  in  the  fall  of  1952. 

A  long-time  leader  in  the  oil  business  of  northern  Montana,  Senator 
McCabe  had  resided  in  Montana  since  1906  when  he  came  to  Montana  as  a 
salesman  for  the  Hardenburgh  Company.  He  traveled  Montana  selling  har- 
ness and  leather  goods  for  many  years. 

Senator  McCabe  became  interested  in  the  oil  business  in  the  Sunburst 
field  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Santa  Rita  Oil  Company  in  the 
early  1930s  and  was  instrumental  in  development  of  the  Northwest  Re- 
fining Company,  which  was  sold  to  Carter  Oil  in  1944. 

Since  1944  Senator  McCabe  had  been  interested  in  leasing  oil  lands  in 
the  northern  Montana  oil  area. 

Senator  McCabe  was  born  March  10,  1880,  in  Hammond,  Wisconsin. 
He  was  the  son  of  Irish  parents,  George  Patrick  McCabe  and  Mary  Ellen 
Donohue. 

He  was  married  to  Helen  O'Day  November  29,  1928,  in  Winona,  Min- 
nesota. 

Senator  McCabe  was  elected  to  the  Montana  Senate  as  a  Democrat  and 
served  in  the  high  councils  of  his  party.  As  a  senator  of  the  minority  party 
in  the  Thirty-fourth  Assembly,  Senator  McCabe  was  named  to  the  im- 
portant committees  on  city  and  town  affairs,  highways  and  transportation, 
Indian  affairs  and  oils  and  leases.  His  advice  was  often  sought  on  these 
matters  because  of  his  long  experience  in  those  fields. 

Senator  McCabe  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Helen  McCabe,  a  son,  Lt. 
George  N.  McCabe,  Jr.,  here  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death  but  stationed 
with  the  army  ordnance  in  Prance;  two  daughters,  Mrs.  James  (Helen 
Florence)  Flaherty,  Jr.,  of  Great  Falls,  and  Mary  Ann  McCabe,  in  nurses 
training  at  Gonzaga  University  in  Spokane;  two  grandchildren,  Nora  and 
Colleen  Flaherty,  both  of  Great  Falls;  a  brother,  Dan  McCabe  of  Great 
Falls,  and  three  sisters,  Mrs.  T.  P.  (Nora)  Phillips  of  St.  Paul;  Mrs.  Mary 
Gleason  of  St.  Paul;  and  Mrs.  C.  K.  (Mabel)  Holmes,  wife  of  a  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  doctor. 

In  the  death  of  George  N.  McCabe,  the  State  of  Montana,  as  well  as 
the  community  in  which  he  lived,  lost  a  most  valuable  and  outstanding 
citizen.

the  great  loss  they  have  sustained.
